Commissioners Looking to Congress
to Decide Question

In connection with the location of a
property yard in the northeast section of
the city a prominent official of the Dis-

trict government yesterday said it Is
now up to Congress to either give the
District the location already decided on
by the Commissioners or to make an ap-
propriation of at least to purchase
another site northeast

It seems the District now has property
yards southeast and southwest adjacent-
to the railroads and one northwest in
Georgetown near the river and the Com-
missioners have been trying for a long
time to secure a suitable site northeast-
It Is an absolute necessity that the Dis
trict have a yard of this kind In the
northeast section and if it is not located-
on the site selected it will have to be
located somewhere In that section While
It is necessary that yard be located
near railroad or water transportation to
prevent long hauls saving In time c

AND SISTER FAINTS

Sharpshooters Bullet Misses
Clay Pipe Hits Hand

MOTHEK SUMMONS THE POLICE

Prevent Lawrence Grady from
Back to Theater OJB Human

Target Rack in Spite of His Grit
and the Indueejiients incident Is
Due to Fly on Vrissor Kinsrer

As the human target rack for a dead
shot performer at a Pennsylvania ave-
nue theater Lawrence Grady seventeen
years old of SOI D street northwest Is
done by Injunction of his mother and
the police

Lawrence was shot in the left hand
the other night when a fly tickled the
sharpshooters trigger finger His sister
was In the audience and fainted She
told her mother when she went home
and Mrs Grady sent two policemen to
the theater next day to prevent her son
from going back on the stage

Grady did not know his sister was in
the audience She had a sequestered
seat and her swoon caused no

When she revived the perform-
ance was over and did not know
whether her brother was dead or dying
Ho was neither He was behind the
scenes talking very pointedly to the per-

former
You didnt hire me to stop bullets

ho was saying XpJ1 said you wouldnt
hit me

Dead Shot SQuares It Up
Youve got more grit than anybody

I ever shot said the performer You
dont seem to care at all Now you go
back in the next aot and hold these day
pipes Ill not shoot you any more

In the next act Grady was on the Job
He kept his wounded hand in his pocket
and held a bouquet of clay pipes in the
other They were shattered one by one
and then he put a pipe in his mouth
It was shot to pieces and the fragment
that remained was shot from between
his lips He wore a hood of clay pipes
which was torn to pieces about his head
by busy bullets that seemed not to fear
He wanted to continue In his position as
the rack for clay pipe targets but if he
goes back again he will be arrested The
wound bled considerably but is not dan-
gerous though the middle finger was
torn almost off

This money was contributed mostly In
dimes and for the purchase of George
Washington memorial buttons It indi-
cates that 20000 school children in the
District ate wearing tho buttons

sold by the thousands In Now York City
and Boston and will later be started In
other cities throughout the country The
association will endeavor to make the
contributions come from all parts of the
country so as to tho building fund
represent a national contribution

Mrs Mussey chairman of the local
committee which has charge of the sale
of buttons to the school children said
yesterday that It was not so much to the
amount of money the children raised as
the way in which they advertised the
project In their homes that counted She
recalled that William F Gude the presi
dent of the Washington Chamber of
Commerce first bad his attention called
to the project to erect a memorial audi-
torium here by his sixyearold son who
asked him for a contribution

The association Intends to erect a 2
000000 auditorium to be used aa a national
assembly hall or peoples capitol and
memorial to George Washington The
association also expects to raise 500000
with which to endow the enterprise so
that It can be used by societies and or-
ganizations of all kinds free of charge

The local scientific societies have al
ready pledged about 10000 to the fund
and by soliciting contributions from na
tional scientific organizations they expect
to double the amount Many of the most
prominent scientific men of the District
including those in the government ser-
vice the Smithsonian Institution and
